The  following  revised  course  in  Modem  World  History, 
1815-1941,  will  take  the  place  of  the  course  outlined  on  page  70 
of  Courses  of  Study  and  Examinations  (Revised  1936)  and 
amended  in  the  Extracts  from  these  courses  reprinted  in 
October,  1941.  This  revised  course  will  be  introduced  in 
September,  1942. 

Note — The  course  in  Modern  World  History  includes  the 
geography  relating  to  the  History  prescribed. 

1.  European  History,  1815  to  1848:  The  peace  settlement,  its 
purpose  and  character — the  Holy  Alliance;  Metternich’s 
system  and  the  aims  of  the  Quadruple  Alliance;  the  rise 
of  nationalism  and  the  conflict  between  liberalism  and 
reaction  to  1848;  the  results  of  the  Revolutions  of  1848. 

2.  European  History,  1848  to  1875:  the  rise  and  fall  of  the 
Second  Empire  and  the  foundation  of  the  Third  Republic 
in  France;  Italian  Unity — Mazzini,  Garibaldi,  Cavour; 
Bismarck  and  German  unity. 

3.  The  economic  and  social  results  of  the  Industrial  Revolu¬ 
tion  in  Great  Britain;  parliamentary  and  social  reform  in 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  during  the  period. 

4.  The  expansion  and  political  development  of  the  British 
Empire,  1815  to  1918. 

5.  A  brief  treatment  of  the  following  topics  in  the  history  of 
the  United  States:  westward  expansion;  the  causes  of  the 
Civil  War;  the  Monroe  Doctrine;  expansion  overseas. 
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6.  International  relations,  1870  to  1914: 

(a)  The  Far  East:  Western  penetration  of  China  and 
Japan;  the  significance  of  Japan’s  struggle  (i)  with 
China  in  1894-95  and  (ii)  with  Russia  in  1904-05. 

(b)  European  rivalries:  the  Congress  of  Berlin,  1878;  the 
Triple  Alliance,  1882 ;  the  Triple  Entente ;  the  Moroccan 
Crises  of  1905  and  1911 ;  the  Balkan  Crises  of  1908  and 
1912-18;  the  Crisis  of  1914. 

7.  The  First  World  War,  1914  to  1918  (without  reference  to 
the  details  of  military  campaigns) ;  the  peace  treaties ;  the 
organization  and  aims  of  the  League  of  Nations. 

8.  The  international  peace  system  on  trial,  1919  to  1932: 
reparations  and  war  debts;  peace  pacts  and  the  problem  of 
disarmament;  Germany  under  the  Weimar  Constitution; 
Fascism  in  Italy;  the  Communist  regime  in  Russia; 
Japanese  expansion;  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations 
and  the  Statute  of  Westminster. 

9.  Collapse  of  the  international  peace  system  and  the  drift- 
toward  war,  1932  to  1939;  the  reappearance  of  aggressive 
nationalism. 

10.  The  Second  World  War  and  its  issues.
